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Committee on Hospital Dental Service Reports 


Basic Standards Set Up for Approved Hospitals 


The Committee on Hospital Dental 
Service of the American Dental Associ- 
ation has been making a study of the 
dental services in hospitals throughout 
the country and has submitted its report. 
Among other things, it recommends that 
a “Department of Dentistry” be formed 
under the direction of a dentist and that 
all dentists privileged to practice in the 
hospital should be organized as a definite 
group or staff. Whenever possible, hos- 
pitals operating a Department of Den- 
tistry should provide for dental interns 
and an adequate number of beds should 
be assigned for dental use. 

The report was prepared and written 
by the Executive Committee of the Hos- 
pital Dental Service Committee, con- 
sisting of Dr. W. Harry Archer, Chair- 
man; Dr. J. Frank Hall, Secretary; Dr. 
Frank J. Houghton and Dr. H. B. G. 


Robinson. The report follows: 
I. GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS 


Dentistry is an important health serv- 
ice. Since dental care is a necessary part 
of the treatment of many medical and 
surgical conditions for hospitalized pa- 
tients, cooperation between medicine and 
dentistry is imperative in modern hospi- 
tal organizations. 

In addition to this coordination of den- 
tal service with other services, there are 
patients who are admitted primarily 
for the treatment of oral conditions, such 
as the repair of traumatic injuries about 
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the jaws and surgical eradication of oral 
infections of dental origin. These pa- 
tients should have the benefit of an effi- 
cient dental service. 

Experiments with different plans of 
procedure and organization during the 
early stages of development have met 
with varying degrees of success. It is now 
evident that standardization is necessary. 


II. BASIC REQUIREMENTS FOR THE 
DEPARTMENT OF DENTISTRY 


1. Hospital Department. The title of 
the department responsible for the hos- 
pital dental service should be “Depart- 
ment of Dentistry” or some similar title 
consistent with those used for divisions of 
services within the given hospital. 

2. Hospital Rules. The Department 
of Dentistry should be organized under 
the direction of a dentist to function as 
other specialties. The rules of the hospital 
should be amended, where appropriate, 
to include the word dentist. Any other 
revisions to encourage and permit proper 
functioning of the Department of Den- 
tistry should be made. The rules of the 
Medical Board should be revised where 
necessary to accelerate interdependent 
procedures. 

3. Dental Staff. : 

a. All dentists privileged to practice 
in the hospital should be organ- 
ized as a definite group or staff. 
Membership upon the dental staff

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WHO OWNS THE CHICAGO DENTAL SOCIETY? 


THE induction into office of the new 
president of almost anything is usually 
the signal for some fine rhetorical tub- 
‘thumping about the nobility of the work 
he is in. Properly, the president of the 
Chicago Dental Society ought to preface 
his broadside with a résumé of the ac- 
complishments of the past and wind up 
with some soothing predictions for the 
future. 

But the Chicago Dental Society ap- 
pears to have achieved its stature not so 
much because of the vigor and enthu- 
siasm of a few, but in spite of the languid 
attitude of many. It brings up a perti- 
nent question: Who owns the Chicago 
Dental Society? 

The answer, obviously enough, is: You 
do. And it would be the nicest and 
certainly the most tactful procedure 
to suggest that you, its members, individ- 
ually and collectively, have utilized your 


ownership to make it great. That, un- 


fortunately, isn’t the case. It would be 
pleasant to prophesy that the future 
holds no fears. That would be, also un- 
fortunately, the bunk. 

The facts, good readers, are these: 
Ours is the largest individual branch or 
unit of the American Dental Association 
situated in a city which is the ac- 
knowledged dental center of the entire 
world. It has three Grade A dental 
institutions—at the Universities of IIli- 
nois, Loyola and Northwestern. It has 
the greatest of the dental research centers 
—such as the Zoller Clinic affiliated with 
the University of Chicago. The Chicago 
Dental Society holds the largest dental 
meetings in the world. 

Now all that was not done with mir- 
rors, and it will not be retained with 
mirrors. Many cities and many institu- 
tions would like to wrest away from us 
the world’s top dental honors. It could 
be done. 

Since you own the Chicago Dental 


Society, and since it is as great as it is, 
then you as an owner owe it the obliga- 
tion to keep it great. All around us are 
threats to the profession. Many we have 
been able to subdue, but others are rising. 

If a marauder attempted to invade 
your home, the chances are you would go 
after him with the handiest weapon. If 
someone attempted to lift the furniture 
out of your reception room, you would 
club him into quiescence. Today’s thrusts 
in the direction of your own profession 
are no less serious. Some of them are 
very serious indeed. 

To protect the profession we need 
unity and quantity, and a loud and per- 
suasive voice. If we do not care for 
legislation that could do the profession 
and the public irreparable harm, then we 
must unite and say so. We cannot win 
battles over cocktails and bridge hands. 
Much of the legislation that constantly 
menaces us also menaces the public good. 
It is not possible to fight and win that 
battle alone for you—you have got to get 
together as owners of this Society and 
fight it yourselves. 

There is an open invitation to you men 
recently out of uniform. You are back 
among us again; your job excellently 
done. This Society needs your interest 
and your fresh and constructive sugges- 
tions. We want and can take your criti- 
cisms. If you do not like what we, your 
officers and board of directors, do then 
step right up and shout. It is one of the 
privileges of your membership. 

The Chicago Dental Society, with its 
various branches, has a big job to perform 
in this coming year, and in the years 
after that. Come out to your monthly 
meetings; to your big annual Midwinter 
session. You own this big institution, the 
largest of its kind in the world. If you 
are not willing to support it, it will even- 
tually cease to support you.—Robert I.

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Pediatricians Begin 


Study of Child Health Services 


Illinois Group Backs Plan 


The American Academy of Pediatrics 
is conducting a nationwide study of 
child health services in the belief that 
pediatricians, physicians and dentists 
should share the responsibility in plan- 
ning for the future health care for chil- 
dren. 

In order to make the study as com- 
plete as possible the Surgeon General 
of the United States Public Health Serv- 
ice and the Chief of the Children’s Bu- 
reau were asked to assist. In view of the 
desirability of close association with 
the two cooperating government agen- 
cies, a Central Office was set up in 
Washington to house the Director and 
the Executive Staff. However, the study 
very definitely is not a government proj- 
ect; the Director being hired by the 
Academy of Pediatrics and responsible 
only to the Academy. 


STATE PROGRAMS 


In planning for the organization of 
State Programs, it seemed desirable to se- 
lect one State for a pilot study. North 
Carolina was chosen as being fairly repre- 
sentative from the point of view of popu- 
lation, size, hospital facilities and public 
health administration. The study in the 
pilot State was begun in September 1945, 
and is now successfully concluded. The 
questionnaire method was decided upon 
as the best way to get the desired infor- 
mation and so questionnaires have been 
sent to pediatricians, general practitioners 
and dentists. ° 

As a result of the pilot state study 
the questions were revised, and to 
some extent retested, so they now are 
considered valid. There has never been 
a health study similar to this one and 
since these data are being obtained from 
widely various sources, it is possible to 
have a correlation never before accom- 
plished. 


OBJECTIVE AND SCOPE 


The basic purpose of the study of child 
health services can be stated in but a few 
words: “To make available to all mothers 
and children in the United States all 
essential preventive, diagnostic and cura- 
tive medical services of high quality 
which, used in cooperation with other 
services for children, will make this 
country an ideal place for children to 
grow into responsible citizens.” The study 
is in the nature of a fact-finding under- 
taking to determine what facilities and 
services are available for children and 
what kind of care they are now receiving. 


FACTUAL REPORT 


The data will be gathered by approved 
statistical methods and analyzed with the 
assistance of expert statisticians. At the 
close of the study a factual report will be 
presented and recommendations made for 
future medical care programs. The Study 
is divided into two main branches: 1. 
Each State has established an organiza- 
tion to gather information concerning 
present facilities from: a. Hospitals, b. 
Pediatricians, general practitioners and 
dentists, c. Public and private health or- 
ganizations such as school health services, 
dental clinics, mental hygiene programs 
and related activities. 2. A special phase 
of the study will be devoted to the pro- 
grams and facilities used for training in 
pediatrics in medical schools and teach- 
ing hospitals. The several bills which 
were introduced during the last session 
of Congress clearly indicate that if the 
professional groups do not assume the 
responsibility of providing adequate med- 
ical care for children during the postwar 
period, plans for such care will be made 
by others. It is essential that those who 
know what constitutes good care and who 
are engaged in rendering it be concerned 
with planning. 
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SCHOOL ACTIVITIES 


NORTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY 
DENTAL SCHOOL 


June twenty-seventh was the beginning 
of an accelerated dental course for 
seventy-five men. All but four of the 
group are ex-servicemen. September 
twenty-sixth, a group of forty men will 
start on a regular dental program 
of four years, three quarters to the year. 
Here again ex-servicemen make up the 
greater part of the enrollment. 

Thirty-nine students from foreign 
countries arrived for further dental study. 
The countries represented are Australia, 
Brazil, China, Ecuador, England, France, 
Greece, New Zealand, Holland, India, 
Norway, Scotland, Sweden, and Switzer- 
land. 


September thirtieth marked the open- 
ing of the graduate school. The courses 
in Orthodontia and Oral Surgery were 
in great demand. 


During the summer months alterations 
have been made in the Departments of 
Bacteriology, Chemistry, and Orthodon- 
tia to aid in their teaching programs. 

Several changes have been made in the 
faculty. Dr. Harold Noyes left his post 
in Orthodontia to become Dean of the 
University of Oregon. Dr. Earl Zaus, 
after twenty years of faithful service, re- 
tired as Professor of Physiology. Dr. 
Stanley Harris will direct the teaching 
in this department. Dr. Dan Burrill ac- 
cepted a faculty appointment with the 
University of Louisville. Dr. John R. 
Thompson has taken charge of the de- 
partment of Orthodontia. 


Dr. Clarence Peebles has been installed 
as the Director of Admissions and Guid- 
ance. For the past sixteen years he has 
been associated with the Riverside- 
Brookfield High School as Personnel 
Counsellor. The Degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy in Education was conferred 
upon him by Northwestern University in 
June—James R. Schumaker. 
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ZOLLER MEMORIAL 
DENTAL CLINIC 


Several additions have been made to 
the Staff of the Walter G. Zoller Memo- 
rial Dental Clinic. Dr. Surindar N. Bhas- 
kar from Northwestern University Den- 
tal School has been appointed an 
Assistant in Dental Surgery. He also has 
a dental degree from the de Montmor- 
ency College of Dentistry in Lahore, 
India, and is in this country on an R. D. 
Sethna Trust Scholarship doing graduate 
work in dental research. Dr. Harold A. 
Hunter, on leave of absence from the 
Faculty of Dentistry, University of To- 
ronto, will continue his clinical and lab- 
oratory studies in the field of oral 
pathology here at the University of 
Chicago. Miss Lois High has a fellow- 
ship in Biochemistry in the Zoller Clinic. 

Leaving the Staff after more than five 
years, Dr. Robert M. Stephan has ac- 
cepted the position of Dental Surgeon 
with the United States Public Health 
Service at the National Institute of 
Health, Bethesda, Maryland where 
he will continue his research work on a 
full-time basis. Dr. Elizabeth S. Hem- 
mens, Instructor in Bacteriology in the 
Zoller Clinic, is leaving to attend the 
College of Medicine and become an As- 
sistant in the Department of Medical 
Bacteriology at the University of Illinois.

STREPTOMYCIN NOT 
YET AVAILABLE 


There is still a great amount of in- 
vestigative work to be done before strep- 
tomycin can be classified along with 
penicillin as a “miracle drug.” The pri- 
mary interest in research with this new 
drug is to determine its effectiveness in 
combating infections not remedied by 
treatment with the sulfas, penicillin and 
the like. 

Among the diseases which are being 
investigated for their response to strepto- 
mycin treatment are tuberculosis, ty- 
phoid, and tularemia. Many difficulties 
in production make it impossible as yet 
to investigate such diseases as leukemia, 
cancer, and rheumatic fever. The pa- 
tients selected to receive treatment with 
streptomycin must be those whom it is 
expected to benefit. 

Allocations of the drug are made to 
such organizations as the Army, Navy, 
Veterans Administration and the Na- 
tional Research Council, and no one 
other than these agencies can purchase it.

UP FOR APPROVED HOSPITALS

should be restricted to dentists 

who are: 

(1) Graduates of schools approv- 
ed or tentatively approved at 
the time of graduation, by the 
Council on Dental Education 

(2) Members of the American 
Dental Association or the Na- 
tional Dental Association 

(3) Worthy in character and in 
matters of professional ethics 
as set forth in the Code of 
Ethics of the American Den- 
tal Association. 

When special work in oral sur- 
gery, periodontics, orthodontics, 
or other specialties of dentistry is 
to be undertaken, the dentist 
should be qualified by training or 
experience. 

. Every dentist admitted to prac- 
tice in the hospital should qualify 
for membership on the hospital 
staff in accordance with custom- 
ary procedure. When accepted 
for appointment to the hospital 
staff, he should be assigned to the 
appropriate rank on the dental 
staff. 

.The number of appointments 
and grades in rank will depend 
on the size and type of the hos- 
pital. The classification of ap- 
pointments according to rank will 
be dependent upon the standard 
nomenclature and custom in 
other departments of the given 
hospital. Promotion rank 
should be consistent with the abil- 
ity, interest and aptitude of the 
individual and the custom of the 
hospital. 

. Appointments: Dentists who are 
being considered for appointment 
to dental staffs should have quali- 
fications such as previous hospital 
experience, technical ability and 
scientific training that would be 
expected of any other staff mem- 


ber. Opportunity should be af- 
forded for acquiring experience 
under supervision of qualified 
staff members. 

4. Dental House Staff. Whenever pos- 
sible, hospitals operating a Department 
of Dentistry, should provide for dental 
interns and residents appointed according 
to the usual regulations of the hospital. 
Dental internships and residencies should 
conform to “Requirements for Approval 
of Dental Internships and Residencies,” 
established by the Council on Dental 
Education of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation, and should be consistent with 
internships and residencies in other de- 
partments of the hospital. 

5. Functions. The Department of Den- 
tistry has three main functions: 

a. Administrative: To act in an ad- 
visory capacity through custom- 
ary channels on problems related 
to the dental services. 

. Clinical: To render professional 
service to the patients in accord- 
ance with the precepts of modern 
scientific dentistry, to maintain its 
own efficiency and periodically to 
audit the professional work. 

c. Educational: To help train staff 
members, dental residents and 
interns, dental hygienists, den- 
tal assistants, and nurses in order 
that their knowledge and field 
usefulness will be increased. 

6. Organization. 

a. Direction: The dental depart- 
ment should be under the direc- 
tion of a dentist designated by 
title as are other service chiefs. 
The chief of the dental depart- 
ment should be selected for his 
professional and executive ability 
on the same basis as other depart- 
mental chiefs. The chief of the 
Department of Dentistry should 
have the same privileges regard- 
ing appointment to the Medical 
Board or Executive Committee of 
the hospital as have other depart- 
ment chiefs. 

b. Sections: In hospitals where large 
departmental staffs are required, 


the Department of Dentistry may 

be subdivided into sections: 

(1) Oral Surgery 

(2) Dental Roentgenology 

(3) Restorative Dentistry (which 
includes operative and Pros- 
thetic dentistry) 


(4) Dental Medicine (which in- 
cludes periodontics and en- 
dodontics ) 

(5) Dentistry for Children 
(which includes pedodontics 
and orthodontics) 

Division into sections fixes re- 

sponsibilities more definitely, 

stimulates scientific interest in the 
dental specialties and promotes 
the proper administration of the 
professional services. Every de- 
partment of dentistry should give 
special consideration to the differ- 
entiation of the dental staff into 
the various specialties in so far as 
such classification is practical. 

Establishing sections of the den- 

tal staff does not mean that every 

staff member should be a special- 

ist in order to be assigned to a 

particular section. 


. Meetings and Seminars: The 
dental department _ personnel 
should attend and participate in 
general staff conferences. They 
should hold regular departmental 
meetings for thorough review and 
analysis of their clinical activities. 

. Education: Special effort should 
be directed toward adequate 
training of the interns and resi- 
dents. Opportunity should be 
afforded for their training in gen- 
eral anesthesiology, physical diag- 
nosis and other phases of the 
healing arts related and applica- 
ble to dentistry. Departmental 
ward rounds are essential to the 
educational plan and should be 
regularly scheduled. Opportunity 
should be provided for systematic 
specialized training of the dental 
department personnel. When fa- 
cilities permit, the Dental Depart- 
ment should engage in the teach- 


ing of graduate students who 
desire to prepare themselves for 
the practice of one of the special- 
ties of dentistry. The dental de- 
partment should aid in nurses’ 
training. 

e. Research: Clinical investigations 
should be encouraged in the den- 
tal field. The hospital should 
make every effort to supply time, 
assistance and material for orig- 
inal investigations. 

7. Dental Hygienists. Whenever pos- 
sible, dental hygienists should be ap- 
pointed to the Department of Dentistry. 

8. Physical Equipment. The space al- 
lotted to, and the equipment, instruments 
and supplies of the Department of Den- 
tistry should be adequate for such services 
as may be carried out by the dental de- 
partment in accordance with generally 
accepted standards of practice. The phys- 
ical equipment should be utilized full 
time and the dental personnel should be 
adequate to maintain this standard. 

An adequate number of beds should 
be assigned to the dental department in 
hospitals where such procedure is custom- 
ary for other departments. 

9. Rules. The Department of Dentistry 
should function with a systematic plan of 
management based upon rules set up by 
the hospital for other services within the 
hospital. 

10. Records. Dental records should be 
a part of the hospital record system. A 
uniform method should be established for 
recording data. Special clinical records 
may be used as an aid to clinical research. 

11. Library. An adequate selection of 
dental books and periodicals should be 
available in the hospital library. 

12. Formulary. A standardized depart- 
mental formulary, based upon “Accepted 
Dental Remedies” of the American Den- 
tal Association, should be adopted and 
included in the general formulary of the 
hospital. 


III. MINIMUM DENTAL SERVICE FOR 
HOSPITAL PATIENTS 


The hospitals should rapidly evolve a 
Department of Dentistry with adequate 
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facilities to assume the responsibilities for 
a more complete dental service for pa- 
tients on the wards and in the out-patient 
clinic. In order to extend dental care in 
that direction as rapidly as economic and 
manpower resources will permit, the fol- 
lowing general plan is suggested: 

The extent of the dental service pro- 
vided by the Department of Dentistry 
will vary in accordance with (a) the size 
of the hospital, (b) the type of the hos- 
pital, (c) the type of service rendered by 
the hospital. For example, in hospitals 
for tuberculosis, mental diseases, and 
crippled children a more complete dental 
service is necessary. 

It is recognized that an ideal program 
would include a complete oral examina- 
tion including a complete dental roent- 
genographic interpretation as a routine 
for hospitalized patients. Out-patients 
should be afforded the same service when 
facilities permit. However, with the pres- 
ent limitations of personnel and general 
development of dental departments, it 
would seem desirable to postpone such 
a requirement as a minimum standard. 
Vitality tests, transilluminations, bacteri- 
ologic, pathologic, and other laboratory 
tests should be used where indicated. 
Dental consultation should be made 
available by the Department of Dentistry 
to the several other departments in the 
hospital. 

The oral conditions should be recorded 
on a special form with appropriate 
recommendations for treatment. This 
form should become a part of the official 
hospital record of the patient. 

A careful study of fundamental prob- 
lems forces the conclusion that in order 


to set up minimum standards for a De- 


partment of Dentistry under hospital 
auspices the sections listed below should 
be responsible for the services as follows: 

1. Oral Surgery. The work of the sec- 
tion of oral surgery in relation to the 
hospital out-patients and in-patients lies 
in diagnosis and surgical treatment. 
Treatment should consist of surgical 
eradication of acute and chronic oral 
infections. Experience in many hospitals 
has indicated that it is both feasible and 
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desirable for the patients’ welfare that 
the oral surgical service should care for 
diseases and injuries of the teeth and jaws 
amenable to oral surgery. 

Transfer or assignment of such services 
to the section on oral surgery to care for 
those conditions is required and will, of 
course, be with the consent of the Med- 
ical Board. 


2. Dental Roentgenology. The mem- 
bers of this section will, if they do not 
take the dental roentgenograms, at least 
be the consultants to the roentgenogra- 
phic department for cooperative diagno- 
sis of all dental roentgenograms. 


3. Restorative Dentistry. In certain 
types of hospitals, especially those serving 
patients suffering from chronic diseases, 
such as tuberculosis, mental diseases, re- 
storative dentistry is a necessary service. 

Carious lesions of the teeth should be 
treated in the early stages by properly 
preparing the teeth and by using an ap- 
propriate type of filling material to re- 
store the teeth to usefulness and to pre- 
vent pain and infection from this source. 

Complete and partial artificial denture 
service should be available for patients 
with extended hospitalization. 

This department should be responsible 
for the construction of splints for frac- 
tured jaw cases and radium for malig- 
nant cases. 

4. Dental Medicine. Patients with 
acute and chronic infections of the invest- 
ing soft tissues of the maxilla and mandi- 
ble are to be treated by or under the 
direction of the periodontist. In instances 
where oral lesions are primarily of sys- 
temic origin, the dental department 
should work in cooperation with the ap- 
propriate medical department. 

5. Dentistry for Children. In certain 
types of hospitals where children are hos- 
pitalized for an extended period of time, 
ie., those serving crippled children and 
children with chronic diseases, the prac- 
tice of pedodontics and orthodontics is a 
necessary service. 

Orthodontic service should be availa- 
ble to children’s hospitals for consultation 
and treatment. Cleft palate cases espe- 
cially need this service. 
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IV. RELATION TO THE SCHOOL OF NURSING 

The department of Dentistry should 
assist existing schools of nursing to pre- 
pare all nurses for participation in the 
oral health care program. When alloca- 
tion of the clinical content of the nursing 
educational program is made to the dif- 
ferent departments, those conditions re- 
lated to dental service should be allotted 
to the dental department. The chief of 
the Department of Dentistry with the 
educational director of nursing should 
assign the material to be taught by the 
appropriate members of his department. 
The role of the nurse in health teaching, 
in prevention of disease, as they relate to 
dentistry, should be defined by the den- 
tal and nursing departments. 

Student nurses should be assigned to 
care for patients on the dental service 
of the hospital, and to assist in the den- 
tal clinic on the same basis as in other 
departments. 


APPLICATION FOR APPROVAL 

A certificate of approval for a De- 
partment of Dentistry in a hospital is 
granted by the Committee on Hospital 
Dental Service of the American Dental 
Association to those hospitals meeting 
these standards. 

Application blanks may be obtained 
by writing to the Secretary of the Com- 
mittee, J. Frank Hall, D.D.S., Indiana 
University School of Dentistry, Indian- 
apolis 2, Indiana. 

The hospital will then be visited by a 
member of the Committee or one of its 
consultants to confer with the hospital 
staff.
